The story of the Gettysburg Na­ 
tional Soldiers Orphans home was 
told by Lt. Col. Jacob M. Sheads, 
history teacher at Gettysburg High 
School, at the annual Appomattox 
Day dinner held by the Gettysburg 
Camp of the Sons of Union Vet­ 
erans Friday night at the OAR Post 
home on E. Middle St. 
Prefacing his remarks by observ­ 
ing that the orphans home was one 
of the “afterm aths of Appomattox” 
—one of the establishments set up 
as a result of the Civil War—Pro­ 
fessor Sheads described the finding 
of thp body of a soldier at the corner 
of York and Stratton Sts. after 
the battle here. Tile dead soldier 
had In his hand a picture of hi* 
three children. 
Much publicity was given the pic­ 
ture. in order to identify the body. 
Such interest was attracted that 
an orphans home for children was 
set up here as the "Gettysburg Na­ 
tional Soldiers Homestead.” 
A building was constructed on Bal­ 
timore St., now divided into two 
houses and occupied by Harry Koch 
and H. S. Trostle. In operation for 
ten years, the Homestead finally 
was closed because of the cruelty of 
the superintendent, who used hand­ 
cuffs and a dungeon to enforce 
obedience on the children. Among 
those w’hose Investigation and action 
led to the removal of the superin­ 
tendent were the members of the 
Gettysburg GAR Post, Sheads said. 
The program opened with the 
singing of "America” and closed with 
the "Battle Hymn of the Republic" 
and the "Lord’s Prayer.” Vice Com­ 
mander Wilbur Nett served a* mas­ 
ter of ceremonies for the program 
which followed an oyster supper.

WASHINGTON I*—S ecretary of 
the Army Stevens told senators F ri­ 
day the am m unition situation in 
Korea now is very sound. Supplies 
are "well up all along the line," 
he said. 
He testified that on a recent trip 
to the fighting front he found v ir­ 
tually all supplies were at or above 
a 90-day level, which the Army 
considers safe for anything that 
m ight happen in that p art of the 
world. 
Stevens was called to report on 
current supplies in a Senate in­ 
vestigation aim ed prim arily at sift­ 
ing charges that shortages had 
ham pered Korean operations in the 
past. The nam es of Gen. Douglas 
M acArthur and Gen. G eorge C. 
M arshall had been brought into 
the hearings yesterday. 
Stevens’ testim ony was virtually 
a repetition of statem ents he had 
m ade while he was in the F ar 
E ast, and upon his return to this 
country. 
“Problem Is Solved” 
The secretary said it appeared 
to 
him 
that 
the 
"problem 
is 
solved" to the point that the F ar 
E astern Com m and now is cutting 
down on its orders for certain 
types of am m unition. 
He added that the only two types 
of shells not yet up to the 90-day 
level w ere for 81 m illim eter m or­ 
tars and 105 m illim eter howitzers. 
But he went on to say there was 
a 78-day supply of 81 m illim eter 
m ortar shells and a 72 day supply 
of 105 m illim eter howitzer shells— 
and he expected both to reach the 
90-day supply level shortly. 


Red Inspectors Confiscate 
Pictures Taken By Yankees

EN ROUTE MOSCOW TO B ER ­ 
LIN (J)— In this sixth year of the 
cold war, the appearance of a 
group of Am erican press and radio 
representatives in B rest - Litovsk 
caused a sensation. 
We had a seven hour stopover 
in this twin city, located on the 
Russian-Polish border, w here the 
G erm an-R ussian peace treaty was 
signed in 1918. 
After arriving in B rest, the R us­ 
sian half, we obtained a guide who 
could speak a little English. 
When we began touring the busi­ 
ness district on foot increasingly 
huge crowds followed us every­ 
where we w'ent—extrem ely curious 
and generously sprinkled with good 
nature. 
Unexpected Visit 
Our visit was unexpected and 
unplanned. It resulted from our 
having been granted perm ission to 
travel rather freely by train from 
Moscow, down through White R us­ 
sia, 
across satellite Poland and 
into the G erm an D em ocratic R e­ 
public (R ussian zone) on the road 
to Berlin. 
The 
“Brestites” 
just 
naturally, 
and without any self-consciousness, 
wanted to stand and stare at *us. 
Everyw here we went, traffic was 
stopped. Then our young lady guide 
turned up m issing—evidently the 
occasion had become too m uch for 
her. 
T7ius we were without even the 
link of language, but one of our 
group rem arked: 
"I was never 
this popular in my home tow n." 
At one point we happened to 
connect up with 
a 
m iddle-aged 
woman who could speak a little 
Germ an. She cheerfully advised us 
not to feel badly in Am erica be­ 
cause "everything would be ell 


right when the revolution cam e." 
No New Buildings 
Except for its cobblestone streets, 
B rest 
m ght 
rem ind 
you 
of 
a 
spraw ling tow'n in the Middle W est 
years ago. I saw no new buildings 
There was some evidence of w ar 
destruction. 
On display in store window’s, I 
saw stainless steel and alum inum 
cooking utensils, one refrigerator 
of Russian m ake, bolts of varied 
cloth, ordinary dresses, toys and 
dolls. 
Many shoes of all types w ere on 
sale. Trying to be as objective as 
possible, I judged they w ere of a 
quality that could 
not com pare 
favorably with medium or perhaps 
even low-priced shoes in America. 
Of the w earing apparel I have 
observed in Russia. I believe that 
shoes were less up to Am erican 
standaids than anything else. But 
this does not apply to the very 
practical and typical Russian boots 
which are worn by m any people 
These seem ed of excellent quality 
and very durable. 
Have High Prices 
I hesitate to quote comparative 
prices, 
because 
the 
official 
ex­ 
change rate is purely arbitrary and 
actually m eans little in internal 
price com parisons. 
N evertheless, I believe it is fair 
to say m any item s on sale in Brest 
are priced considerably higher than 
their counterparts in the United 
States. 
Poor seemed to be v&rties. though 
not in great quantity. 
The Russian custom s check was 
perfunctory as we left the Soviet 
Union, but then police inspectors 
cam e through the train.

Know Your Power Brakes 
Power braking isn’t just a m at­ 
ter of saving energy. One of its 
major advantages is the opportu­ 
nity to use a low pedal, there be­ 
ing no need to move the pedal 
through the usual wide arc. This 
makes it possible to position the 
brake pedal so that it is no high­ 
er than the accelerator pedal. By 
•witching the toes of his foot from 
the accelerator to the brake, and 
vice verse, the driver thus has 
better control of the car. 
One of the interesting discover­ 
ies in the use of power brakes is 
that brake lining has a longer life. 
This is explained by the fact that 
braking is more positive and thus 
of shorter duration. This lessens 
the heat generated, and also saves 
brake "face.” 
I used power brakes back in the 
30’s and learned not to rely on 
them too much. That is, I tried 
to keep in mind that some time 
I might need to stop the car man­ 
ually and without the aid of the 
booster. It’s a little like the false 
confidence that comes with driving 
with tire chains. 
Roo th On The Va Ives 
Automobile valves as found in 
the average engine are not com­ 
plicated in their design nor in their 
action yet they develop many trou­ 
bles. It is due to the fact that they 
are at the mercy of other parts 
with which they work. A valve 
may have a weak spring, for ex­ 
ample. This will prevent it from 
closing 
tightly 
and 
will 
likely 
cause it to bum and warp. The 
guides in which valves ride are al­ 
so troublesome. Sometimes they 
collect gums and carbon and cause 
stickage. Or they may be worn 
so that air sucks in to lean out 
the mixture. Incorrect adjustment 
of the tappets is a common source 
of trouble for the valves.

It won’t win any awards and the 
motor world may never give it 
serious consideration, but one of

plan of first closing one eye and 
then opening it while closing the 
other. In this way the lights can­ 
not blind both eyes at the same 
time, 
and you always have a 
rested eye to take over when the 
other has had about enough. An­ 
other trick is to drop your eye­ 
lids a bit as a sort of screen. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"Owners of cars made during 
times when there were shortages 
of critical materials should take 
advantage of the opportunity to re­ 
place them. It will save a lot of 
trouble. I am thinking especially 
of the oil lines which were made 
of steel during the copper pinch. 
These should be replaced before 
there is a break. Some of the cool­ 
ing trouble can be traced to use 
of steel for radiator cores. Check 
with the parts department and you 
may find that a little further in­ 
vestment in some replacement will 
pay dividends." 
Time For Some Savings 
More and more people are learn­ 
ing that it costs money to over­ 
take other cars, especially if they 
are rolling along at a good rate of 
speed. Topping such waste is ac­ 
celeration on upgrades. It isn’t 
merely a matter of running up 
the gas bill. Waste includes extra 
wear on tire treads because usual­ 
ly in addition to the rapid acceler­ 
ation there is deceleration after 
the other car is overtaken. 
Slow idling of the engine is also 
wasteful. If the engine must be 
idled accelerate it enough to ahow 
charge on the ammeter, otherwise 
the battery will be discharging. 
Dispelling The For 
Next time you are driving in 
daytime for it might be well to 
keep in mind some facts presented 
by a reader who took the trouble 
to observe 300 approaching cars 
under such driving conditions. He 
found that, contrary to popular be­ 
lief, there was no advantage in 
just using the car's parking lights. 
In all such cases he could see the 
approaching car before he noticed 
the

lights. 
However, if 
headlights were used he always 
was adequately warned. 
He adds, however, that this ap­ 
plied to tight daytime fog.

Three To Remember 
After installing a new filter car­ 
tridge it is always a good idea to 
run the engine for about five min­ 
utes and observe the filter to make 
sure that no leakage of oil devel­ 
ops around its cover gasket. 
A snapping noise heard under 
the hood when the car was going 
around a sharp left turn proved 
to be shorting of high tension cur­ 
rent when a wire from the en­ 
gine-mounted coil came too near 
a metal part. 
One reason valve cover plate 
gaskets leak oil is because own­ 
ers overtighten the covers, caus­ 
ing them to buckle. 
This By Request 
For the benefit of those who 
came in late I should like to re- 
my original explanation of 
what is meant by the term "Octane 
rating." 
F’irst of all, two hydro-carbons, 
octane and heptane, are blended 
in varying proportions to obtain 
what is known as a reference fuel. 
Octane has a much better anti­ 
knock value than gasoline while 
heptane is so bad it will knock 
with compression as low as 2 to I. 
Engineers use a special engine to 
test a gasoline under question and 
compare it with the octane-hep- 
tane blend which gives the same 
anti-knock 
value. 
If this 
blend 
shows 70 per cent octane and 30 
per cent heptane the octane rating 
of the comparable gasoline is then 
70. 
Having Their Troubles? 
Q, What would cause so much 
air in the braking system? I do 
not find any evidences of leakage, 
but I usually have to pump on the 
pedal to get a stop. J. L. H. 
A. This being quite an old car 
I suspect that there may be swol­ 
len cups in the wheel cylinders. 
Their sluggish action brings about 
the condition you note. However, 
air can get into the lines in other 
ways, so I highly recommend a 
complete brake check-up.

up.

A. This is a perfectly normal 
situation.

intermittently on long hills. Isn’t 
this a good sign of valve stickage, 
and what would you suggest as a 
simple rem edy?'J. K. F. 
A. Sticky valves are more per­ 
sistent. 
That 
intermittent 
skip­ 
ping looks to me like need for 
service on the ignition breaker 
points. 
Q. Should brake shoe return 
springs tver be replaced? K. B. 
McB. 
A. This will all depend on con­ 
ditions Whenever brakes are giv­ 
en a m ajor adjustment and check­ 


ing, with the wheels removed, it is 
customary to check the return 
springs for tension 
Any weak 
spring should then be replaced. 
Weak return springs can cause 
draggy brake shoes. 
Q. Is it true that there are al­ 
ways more negative plates in a 
battery than those of the positive 
type. Why can’t there be an equal 
number of each kind? J. L. M. 
A. It is customary in designing 
batteries to place the negative 
plates at each end. Therefore, the 
positives 
which 
come 
between 
them must of necessity to one leps 
in number.
